Says Secretary Usurped No Presidential Power, for Cabinet 
Meetings Are Not Provided for by Constitution, 
Being Created by Custom Only. 


of the Cabinet and the President 
should be so close and personal that 


may justify either in bringing it to 
an end. It's a family matter, and it 
is not necessary that the reason be 
made known, because the separation 
can take place in a perfectly good 
temper, without baring to the pub- 
lic itd real occasion. The Pres!l- 
dent must necessarily have the full- 
est and freest choice of those who 
are to be associated with him in the 
responsibility of government and 
intimacy of executive council. But 


when the President curtly dismisses 
a member of his Cabinet, for reasons 
given in a published correspond- 
ence, the action and the reasons 
therefor become a fair subject of 
comment. 

The nub of the President's indict- 
ment of the Secretary is that, un- 
der our constitutional law, a prac- 
tice had developed hitherto that no 
one but the President has the 
right to summon the heads of the 
executive departments of the gov- 
ernment into conference, and no one 
but the President or the Congress has 
the right to ask the view of any one 
of them on any public question, 30 
that the Secretary, in ealling the 
heads of the executive departments 
of the government into conference, 
assumed Presidential authority. Tho 
President claims that such a de- 
parture from custom and precedent 
was one of the most serious conse- 
quence, and led in a wrong direc- 
tion. The\Constitution does not pro- 
vide for a Cabinet or for a confer- 
ence between the President and the 
general governmental policy. Its 
language is: The President may re- 
quire the opinion in writing of the 
principal] officer in each of the ex- 
ecutivs departments upon any sub- 
ject relating to the duties of their 
respective offices.” 
CABINET CUSTOMS CREATED. 


This does not confer specific power 
on the President to call the heads of 
departments together in council 
where they shall deal generally with 
govefnmental matters.

BAKER RESPONSIBLE. 

Touching on responsibility, the 
majority report said Secretary Ba- 
ker was properly chargeable with 
any success or failure of America’s 
aircraft programme 

The greater part of the majority 
report was taken up with an indict- 
ment of conditions in the spruce for- 
ests, where 30,000 soldiers were as- 
signed for civilian duty under Col. 
Disque, a former warden of the 
Michigan penitentiary. It was 
charged that Disque illegally spent 
$4,500,000 of government funds in 
1918, when he “farmed out“ 20,000 
soldiers to cost plus price contractors, 
the government paying contractors 
who charged a 7 per cent. cost plus 
profit on the soldiers’ pay. Secretary 
Baker was charged with direct re- 
sponsibility “for this unprecedented 
practice.” Thirteen logging railways 
were said to have been started, none 
of which was completed before the 
war ended, and five cost $8,326,194, 
the majority asserting that some 
roads took a roundabout course “in 
order to touch summer resorts.” 

There were not enough skilled log- 
gers in the country to carry out the 
government's spruce production pro- 
gramme, said the minority report, 
defending the use of soldiers. 

CHARGES ON DISQUE. 

Government spruce properties, ac- 
cording to the majority report, were 
estimated by Disque to have a sal- 
vage value of 10 per cent. of cost, 
on which basis settlements were 
made with Great Britain for her 
share of spruce losses. An expert ac- 
countant employed by the commit- 
tee testified that $30,000,000 was 
wasted by Disque, based on the con- 
tract price in 1918. 

The minority report held that at 
the end ‘of the war the spruce-pro- 
duction corporation had on hand 
salvageable properties costing origi- 
nally $18,000,000, and that settle- 
ment was made with Great Britain, 
which paid $14,000,000 as a lump 
sum for her part of the obligation. 
On this settlement a 19 per cent. 
salvage value was accepted. Pro 
erty costing more than $4, 000,000, 
Mr, Lea declared, was sold at 74 
per cent. of iis cost price.

DEAD, BELIEF. 


Farmers, Millers and Dealers 
Voice Their Protests. 


Grain Corporation Assailed; 
Abolishment Favored.

But All are Against Repeal of 
Guarantee Price. 


[EXOCLOSIVE DIMPATCH.! 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—The 
Gronna bill to dissolve the Federal 
Grain Cerporation end discontinue 
the billion-dollar wheat guarantee 
wag considered dead by many Sena- 
tors today when farmers, dealers, 
millers and representatives of grain 
exchanges gathered in Washington 
from all parts of the country to pro- 
test against the measure. 

Senator Gronna of North Dakota, 

of the Senate Agricultural 
Committee, introduced the bill on 
the assumption that it would meet 
with prompt approval among the 
farmers. Proceeding on this be- 
Hef. the Agricultural Committee rec- 
ommended passage of the bill, but 
widespread complaints caused the 
committee today to open hearings 
on the measure. 

Among those here to _ testify 
against the bil] are Louis F. Gates. 
H. N. Sager and E. R. McDougal. 
representing the Chicago Board of 
Trade. They are expected to take 
the stand tomorrow. 

GUARANTEE THEIR SAFEGUARD 

Today's sessions were taken up 
largely by testimony of represent- 
atives of farmers’ organizations in 

grain-growing States. They 
were in substantial agreement that 
not only should there be no repeal 
of the billion-dollar guarantee, but 
also that the guaranteed price should 
be continued for several years 
longer. 

They agreed with Senator Gronna 
that the government price fixing had 
cost them vast sums of money dur- 
ing the past two years, but they 
were by no means sure that wheat 
prices might not fall below the guar- 
anteed price this year. At any rate 
they believed in “safety fret and 
wanted the guarantee to remain. 

Nearly all of the farmers’ repre- 
sentatives joined in an attack on the 
Grain Corporation. They deciared 
that it had been unfriendly to the 
farmers. Some of them thought it 
ought to be abolished and others 
thought a change of personne! would 
be sufficient. Senator Gronna may 
rewrite his bill so as to provide 
merely for the dissolution of the 
Grain Corporation and the handling 
of the billion-dollar fund by the De. 
partment of Agriculture. 

GOT A “RAW DEAL.” 

State Senator Misch of Maryland 
told the committee that the farmers 
had gotten an awful raw deal” from 
the Grain Corporation, and char- 
acterized the government crading 
devices as “skinning machines.” He 
urged that the present guarantee be 
continued at least three years. 

John Hays Simpson, president of 
the Oklahoma Farmers’ Union, and 
Frank Carpenter, of the same or- 
ganization assailed the Grain Cor- 
poration, but feared the results of 
discontinulng the guarantee. ? 

Don Livingston, com- 
missioner of North Dakota, declared 
the Gronna bill knocked the bottom 
out of the wheat market when it 
was introduced. 

“The guarantee is the only stabil. 
izer we have for the present crop,” 
he said, “and to remove it would be 
disastrous.”

There is 
not today, so far as can be learned, 
a single conspiracy against America 
which is not in touch with all other 
conspiracies. The malcontents have 
learned the formula which made 
Bolshevism in Russia a success—win 
first and decide afterward, which 
programme will be tried.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Direc- 
tor-General Hines has made arrange- 
ments whereby railroad corporations 
will assume liability for much of 
the material bought by the Rallroad 
Administration and undelivered at 
the termination of Federal control, 
it was revealed in the annual report 
of Henry B. Spencer, director of the 
purchasing division, made public to- 
night. The arrangement provides 
foam be cancellation of contracts for 
materia) which the railroads cannot 
accept or are not willing to assume. 
* While the plan will permit dis- 
posal of practically all of the great 
stock of material bought during the 
war, there remains, however, the 
apportionment, which officials de- 
clared would entail] difficulty. 

Mr. Spencer's report discloses that 
during 1919 the Railroad Adminis- 
tration spent a total of $1,140,931,- 
000 for supplies including: 

Fuel, 405.818,00; rails, $60,764,- 
000; ties, $108,.232,000, and other 
materials $568,119,000. 

AGREE ON LEGISLATION. 

Final agreement on railroad re- 
organization @egislation was reached 
late today by the House and Senate 
conferees, who planned to have the 
report ready for their signatures to- 
mortrrow, so it could be presented to 
the House the following day. 

Aside from textual changes the 
general features of the compromise 
Di follow the lines agreed upon re- 
cently by the conferees with the ex- 
ception of the labor provision which 
was modified so as to provide for a 
Federal appeal board appointed by 
the President and consisting of nine 
members equally divided between 
the employees, employers and the 
public. As previously agreed upon, 
this board was to have consisted of 
the five members. 

NEW LABOR PROVISION. 

The new labor provision amounts 
virtually to a redrafting of the 
earlier agreement, and results direct- 
ly, according to Senator Cummins. 
chairman of the Senate conferees, 
from developments incident to the 
strike of maintenance-of-way em- 
ployees, which was called off before 
the men walked out. Senator Cum- 
mins said he lald the draft béfore 
Director-General Hines yesterday 
and the revised section was said 
to conform in principle with the Die 
rector-General's views. 

As originally proposed, five boards 
composed equally of employees and 
employers would have been -estab- 
lished to deal with labor disagree- 
ments, and thefr conclusions would 
have been subject to the approval 
of a Federal board, consisting of five 
members appointed by the President 
with the Senate's consent. This plan 
wae changed to provide that, while 
adjustments of labor differences 
might be made by representatives or 
the men and the carriers in ease 
where a strike was threatened which 
would tle up interstate commerce. 
submission of the dispute to the 
Federal board was made compulsory 
before a ¢ tion of work occurred 
and the findings of this board would 
be final. 


TO PROTECT PUBLIC. 

To prevent discrimination against 
the public, the conferees inserted a 
provision requiring the board's de- 
cision to be made by a majority, 
one of which must be a representa- 
tive of the public.

at 7 per cent. or can buy at a discount Lib- 
erty Bonds that will yield him 6 per cent.” 
Under the terms of the compromise bill 
now before Congress the road making more 
than 6 per cent. would have to turn over 
the surplus to a special commission and 
the money would be devoted to making up 
the losses of roads that had failed by rea- 
son of bad management to show a profit. 
Apply that principle to any line of business 
and consider the results. A railroad with 
competent management that succeeded in 
making a substantial profit would be com- 
pelled to turn that profit over to help out 
some incompetent competitor. Where would 
be the incentive for service? Where would 
be the inducement to hire brains’? 


Imagine a baseball season in which a 
team would be penalized for winning more 
than two successive games, or a race in 
which a horse would be disqualified for 
getting two lengths ahead of the field. 

Suppose the principle were to be applied 
to the newspaper business. Through thirty 
years of endeavor The Times has attained 
the position where it carries normally a 
greater volume of advertising than any otb- 
er paper in the world. . The Times is pros- 
perous. It is making money. Suppose Con- 
gress were to pass an act which would re- 
quire The Times to give up all its earnings 
above 6 per cent. this year to the Examiner, 
Record and Express, to make up their 
losses! Do you imagine that The Times 
could retain its present efficient force, from 
manager to route man, under such condi- 
tions? If the men knew that the extra re- 
muneration they received last year would 
go to reward failures on other papers this 
year, what would become of the incentive 
to industry? How the workers on The 
Times and its active owners would strive 
and hustle if they knew that all the money 
they made, over 6 per cent., would go to 
rival newspapers! 

If the government would keep hands of 
the railroads they would take care of them- 
selves. But government regulation has be- 

a fixed and recognized American pol- 
ley. The roads must submit to that regu- 
lation at every turn. They-are held on a 
leash, like a horse staked out to pasture; 
and there are forces to work which seek to 
make the leash so sbort that the horse will 
starve. That is théir plan for forcing gov- 
ernment ownership and operation. If the 
people of the country who are interested 
in good railroad service do not give er- 
pression to their desires the roads are likely 
to be turned back to their owners under 
conditions that will make efficient owner 
ship impossible. 

The Good Rallway Service Association of 
California, composed exclusively of manvu- 
facturers and shippers, hag memorialized 
Congress for ‘constructive railway legisla 
tion in connection with the return of the 
railroads to private operation.” The me 
morial warns Congress that “new money 
will not be attracted by a prospective of 
5% per cent. return.” It points out that 
all new railway construction must be un- 
dertaken in advance of any assured return, 
and that limiting the returns when the ter- 
ritory ig fully developed to 5% per cent. is 
tantamount to stifling railway expansion. 

Members of the association come from 
every industrial community of the State. 
If the railway rates are increased they will 
have to pay the freight. But they have de 
clared in advance their willingness to pay 
a sufficient rate for handling their products 
to enable the railroads to make a liberal 
profit. They lay stress on the fact that 
liberal treatment of the railways at this 
time is the best economic policy. The great 
cry in the country is not about high rail- 


road rates, but about a shortage of cars.
